SIR A COPE'S 
PLEA.

‘HE days ve 
garreta are not over yet. This is the 


view of Sir Arthur Cope, the H.A. son 
of an R.A., who has just relinquished the 
Honorary Secretarship of the Artists’ 
General Benevolent Institution, founded a 
year before Waterloo, to help artists of 
merit. Sir Arthur vas oeen its Honorary 
Secretary for thirty years. 
‘‘The general public can have no idea of 
the magnitude of distress among painters and 
architects,’’ he told a seporter. ‘‘ The in- 
stitution is a unique charity, for those it 
assists Joathe to come forward. More often 
than not there is no help other than our 
fund for them, and the terribly sad cases 
that are considered are heart-rending. 
“Many cases of extreme distress come 
before the Council. I remember the case 
of one of the most distinguished black and 
white artists England has ever produced. 
He is dead now, But towards the end of his 
lifetime he was so terribly poor that we had 
to help. The new idea of ugliness came 
in cad his commissions ceased. Nobody 
likes that ugliness. It is quite false, and 
in @ very few years it will be all washed 
out, and people will say what a bad period 
we went through. All the same, an artist’s 
fortunes are subject to current taste. Then, 
again, not many people are buying pictures 
unless they have money to spare for luxuries. 


A SMALL MINORITY. 


“In these days they are a small minority. 
Besides, people are moving into flats, where 
there is not much room for pictures. That 
hits the artist and the architect. The 
builder does not call in the architect 
nowadays. He invents a building, divides 
it up into cubicles and calls them flats.’’ 

Sir .Arthur said that artists assisted by 
the institution come from all classes of 
society. T’ne only test is that the applicant 
is a professional artist of merit and in need 
of assistance. The ‘nstitution has a council 
of famous artists, who meet regularly and 
decide whether the work of the applicant 
is of merit. 

Sir Arthur explained an ingenious attempt 
to defraud the Council which occurred many 
years ago. A woman applied for relief in 
the ordinary way. She submitted a number 
of canvases and said that they were her 
own work. The pictures were put up in 
the Council room .and they were certainly 
“works of genius. Then one member of the 
Council said: “ Why, that’s by ' naming 
a famous artist. Another recognised another 
picture as being by an equally famous artist. 
In the end they were all recognised. It 
seems that at one time the woman was a 
model. How she came into possession of the 
yictures is a mystery; anyway, she was not 
bad : 

Sir Arthur considers that the days of ugli- 
ness and monstrosities in art are numbered, 
Square heads, hands as big as a tower clock, 
stove pipe legs and corrugated iron back- 
grounds would go, and, in turn, the sincere 
artist would have a chance, he said.
